one of the murdered men, worked. 
In jail yesterday the Bennett wo­ 
man talked trebly to a reporter.

At the inquest yester­ 
day a colored woman pointed to Dr.

The latter 
admitting he was the man, said he 
fully believed the child was dead at 
the time. 
The physician at the hos­ 
pital where the child was carried af­ 
ter being found, testified that the 
babe was alive when received, anil 
the negro woman testified that the 
child was crying when she found It.

Restaurateurs 
don't serve real diamond bocks be­ 
cause they can't get them. The world's 
total terrapin population does not ex­ 
ceed 25,000 of legal size, and th esc are 
confined to the shores of the Chesa- 
jK-ake bay, tin* only place that produces 
them.

but few ever find their way across the 
liluo Ridge.

It Is of a greenish, dnrk olive color, 
sometimes running to spotted gray, 
yellow on the plate which surrounds 
the shell and has concentric dark 
stripes along the plate on iKith shells. 
The sides of the head are a dirty white, 
sprinkled with small black spots. The 
bottom shell is of whitish yellow. 
Tile males are much larger than the 
females and have the concentric streaks 
much better defined. 
The female has 
the more delicate flesh. Tile male can 
be distinguished by his toenails, which 
are much longer than those of the fe­ 
male.

Half a century or so ago diamond 
buck terrapin were fed to slaves and 
hogs. 
Today they are the rarest deli- 
enry known to the epicurlan world, 
Kays the Philadelphia North American. 
Then they sold for $1 a barrel, and 
lnl*orcrs, when hiring out, specified 
that they must not tie compelled to eat 
terrapin more than twice a week. To­ 
day a barrel Is cheap at 
and mil­ 
lionaires travel hundreds of miles for 
a chance to feast on this most deli­ 
cious of all meats. 
Of course tills means genuine dia­ 
mond backs. 
There are many Imita­ 
tions. 
Every first cli ms restaurant In the 
country features “terrapin a la Mary­ 
land" on Its menu, lint in not one case 
out of a hundred Is the real terrapin 
served 
The diner regales himself on 
what he believes to tie .Maryland’s 
choicest dish. 
Instead he Is merely 
cating fresh water turtles, “sliders" or 
"North Carolina goldens.” 
The reason is simple. Restaurateurs 
don't serve real diamond hacks be­ 
cause they can't get them. The world's 
total terrapin population does not ex­ 
ceed 'g o ,Si of legal size, and these are 
confined to the shores of the Chesa- 
jM .ike bay, the only place that produces 
them. 
Baltimore, 
Philadelphia 
and 
New 
York enjoy a monopoly. 
These three 
cit I es get practically the entire output, 
but few ever find their way across the 
Blue Ridge. 
The epicure unfortunate 
enough to be born In Chicago or St. 
Louis must either conic east or forego 
the Joys of terrapin. 
To seleet a real diamond hack am a­ 
teurs should be guided by these distin­ 
guishing and characteristic markings: 
It Is of a greenish, dark olive color, 
sometimes running to spotted gray, 
yellow on the plate which surrounds 
the 
shell and has concentric dark 
stripes along the plate on both shells. 
The sides of the bead are a dirty white, 
sprinkled with small black spots. The 
bottom shell Is of whitish yellow. 
The males are much larger than the 
females and have the concentric streaks 
much better defined. 
The female has 
the more delicate flesh. The male can 
be distinguished by bis toenails, which 
are much longer than those of the fe­ 
male.

By Railroads and Steamship Lines, 


He Said He Would Try to Secure.

Boston, March 14.—Yesterday was 
filled with conferences between 
rep­ 
resentatives of the various labor 
un­ 
ions and the city's business interests 
in which Gov. Crane, Mayor Collins, 
Secretary Easley, 
of 
the 
National 
Civic Fedeiation and the state board 
of arbitration took important 
parts. 
Every one was fully impressed 
with 
the gravity of the situation and felt 
the 
absolute 
necessity 
of 
an 
im­ 
mediate settlement. 
As 
early as 8 o'clock, 
Secretary 
Easley who had arrived 
from 
New 
York on the night train met a 
num­ 
ber of labor leaders at Young's hotel 
where their side of the 
controversy 
was explained to him in detail. 
At 12 o’clock those in attendance 
proceeded to the rooms of the stale 
board 
of 
arbitration 
at 
the state 
house and 
met 
representatives of 
various mercantile bodies of the city, 
the officials of the various railroads 
aud Mayor Collins when a free inter­ 
chance of ideas was had 
for 
more 
than three hours. 
Gov. Crane had 
a 
representative 
present. 


Two Meetings Conferred. 
The outcome of this meeting was 
the appointment of a committee of 
seven to devise some plan that might 
be mutually agreed upon as a basis 
of 
settlement in consultation with 
Governor 
Crane. 
This 
committee, 
representing the state board of arbi­ 
tration, merchants 
and 
the 
labor 
unions, tog >tner with Secretary Eas­ 
ley, then waited upon the governor 
and were closeted with him for tw » 
hours. 
Meantime a large number of 
labor leaders had arrived at the stale 
house and then went into conference 
in the cornell chamber, which ad­ 
joins the office of the governor. 
The door between the rooms was 
open much of the time and there wus 
a general exchange 
of 
ideas and 
propositions between the two delib­ 
erative bodies. 
Governor Crane, while impressing 
upon those present the fact that he 
had absolutely no authority to make 
pledges for any of the interested par­ 
ties, made the following proposition: 
“If the strike is declared off and* 
those of the men who can will return 
to their work, I will, as governor of 
the commonwealth, use ray best ef­ 
forts with the New York, New Haven 
and Munford railroad to have them 
adopt rules that will be in conformity 
with those already adopted by the 
Boston and Maine railroad regarding 
the loading and unloading of teams.' 
The governor further agreed to see 
the officials of the Boston aud Main?, 
and Albam-. and New York. 
Boston 


New Haven ann Hartrom railroads 
and the various steamship lines an I 
urge them to reinstate as rnauy men 
as they possibly can. 


Unions Accepted Crane's Proposal. ' 
Governor 
Crane 
impressed every 
one present with his deep interest in 
the matter, 
and 
it 
was 
largely 
through his influence that the repre­ 
sentatives of the labor unions pres­ 
ent unanimously agreed 
to 
recom­ 
mend to their various unions that 
the strike be declared off and that 
every man on strike return to work 
today. 
When the conference with the gov­ 
ernor ended nothing remained for the 
committee except to make its report 
in the boar I of arbitration rooms to 1 
the meeting which had delegated it. 
The decision was at once reported I 
to the Allied Freight Transportation 
Council at a special meeting last night 
and unanimously endorsed it. 
All of the old men for whom places i 
can be found will be taken back by 
the railroads today, but owing to the 
suddenness with which 
the 
strik • 
ended and tne large number of new 
men who have beira installed It is 
likely that many'of the old employes 
will today find no vacancies really 
for them. 
F.v< ntually, it is believed, 
they all will regain their old posi­ 
tions. 
Teamsters and longshoremen will 
find unprecedented demand for their 
services and traffle of ail descriptions 
which has leon virtually at a stand­ 
still for three or four days, will be 
resumed today with a rush.
